It is said first—That my continuing on 
terms of intimacy with feneral Wilkin-, 
son, long after the period at which I pre: 
tend his guilt was known is me, is ane 
’ This argument, however, if it proves any 





thing, proves the homage which the gen- 
eral undesignedly pays to my character. 
It shews that he thinks it such as to make 
my associating with aman I knew to be 
guilty so improbable, as to outweigh the 
other strong positive testimony (I do not 
now speak of my own) against him. 
my character were not unblemished, where 
is the improbability of my continuing on 
good terms with him after I kuew of his 
corruption ? He appeals, therefore, for 
his justifieation, to the purity of that char- 
acter, which he tacitly acknowledges was 
unsullied, but which he now says has sud- 
denly been forfeited, by a malicious at- 
tempt to injure his, Memo refente fuit 
surfussimus, is an adage established by long 
experience ; and I should present a sin- 
gular exception to its truth, if, after pas- 
sing through poverty and riches, and all 
the vicissitudes of life, with a reputation, 
to the excellence of which my most dead- 
ly enemy bears his reluctant testimony, I 
should at once have plunged into the Gepth 
of crime, where he wished to persuade the 
World I am sunk. 

_ That my countrymen may fully appre- 
ciate both the charge and defence on this 
head, it will be necessary to state, that al- 
though I always had the sincerest attach- 
ment to the United States, and frequent- 
ly pursued their interest to the utter dis- 
regard of my own, I could never claim the 
privileges of a citizen until the year 1798, 
when the establishment of the American 
government in the Mississippi Territory 
tntiwWs; ere wd -@ wot «etl Coocav® 
ored by previous services to merit, and 
which no subsequent conduct has tended 
to disgrace. Previous to this period, 
though I had an intimate knowledge of 
general Wilkinson’s treasonable designs, [ 
was under no particular obligation to revea! 
them. I resided in a Spanish territory, 
and, though not a subject of Spain, I was 
employed and trusted by the Spanish gov- 
ernment, and I might have been excusable, 
if, under those circumstances, I should 
have regarded Wilkinson’s project rather 
in the light of a revolution, favorable to 
the government under whose protection | 
lived, than as a rebellion against his own 
Becoming an American citizen, however, 
I thought it my duty to discover whether 
this disgraceful connexion continued, and 
I then had the conversation with general 
Wilkinson at Loftus’s Heights, which is 
detailed in my affidavit. The result of 
this was, a3 I have stated, an acknowl- 
edgment of the guilt which he knew I 
was before acquainted with ; bit an assu- 
rance that the disgraceful connexion should 
be broken off; an assurance to which I 
gave credit, and for several years from that 
period considered him as totally disenga- 
ged from the treasonable engagements in- 
to which he hadentered. Perbaps it was 
wrong to yicld this ready credence to the 
profession of a man, whose conduct ought 
to have convinced me that he wanted prin- 
ciple ; but when the general’s insinuating 
manners and my comparative youth are 
considered, it wil] not 1 believe be impu- 
ted to me as a crime sufficient to destroy 
my credit, that I should continue with him 
on terms of civility, for really all the let- 
ters which he has adduced améunt to no 
more. Atany rate, I feel it as a fault, and 
I am sure it has been one of the greatest 
misfortunes of my life. ever to have been 
numbered among his friends, or even ac- 
quaintances ; but if society in error or mis- 
fortune could console me, I should find 
comfort in the number and the rank of 
those, who will soon have as much reason 
as I have had to regret the countenance 
and support they have afforded him. 

It is next said, that my evidence has been 
contradicted by other testrmony. I have 
anticipated the answer to one point, which 
J understand has been much relied on by 
the general and his friends, viz. the en~- 
campment, and my stay at Loftus’s 
Heights.

At Washington, in the winter of 1806-¥, 
some conversatirn took place between Mr, 
Alston and myself on this subject, occas 
sioned by a letter which had been receive 
ed from, colonel Claiborne, of the Missis- 
sippi territory, removing the suspicions on 
this subject. I then freely expressed my 
opinion that the report was unfounded.— 
Mr. Alston, however, having mentioned 
that he understood that this money had 
been received for tobacco, and that this 
way of accounting for it had come from 
general Smith, my suspicions were again 
excited, for I knew that all the tobacco 
accounts had been long before settled.

any knowledge of the business, | conclu- 
ded the report mentioned by Mr. Alston 
to be groundless, and repeated to gen.

This 
he construed into an assuranee that Wil- 
kinson had at no time received money 
from the Spamards, and published some- 
thing to that effect. 

In May, 1807, I learned from a person 

in whom I placed implicit credit, that the 
Marquis de Cassa Calvo had informed him 
that 12,000, not 10,000 dollars, had been 
paid by him (the Marquis) to Gen. Wil- 
kinson at New-Orleans, in the year 1804, 
while W. was commissioner for receiv- 
ing the transfer of the province. 
Being at Baltimore, on my way to 
Philadelphia in October, 1807, Gen. Sinith 
met me at the Coffee-House, and request- 
ed that I would give him a certificate of 
the conversation between us. I then par- 
ticularly explained the error into which 
he had fallen, and refused the certificate. 
Hearing afterwards that the business had 
been represented in a manner I did not 
think correct, I called on Gen. Smith in 
company with Mr. White, of the Senate, 
to whose statement, (No. 53,)* I refer, for 
the elucidation of this branch of the en- 
quiry. 

As the proceedings before the court of 
enquiry have never been fully published, 
I know not whether any other attempts 
were made to disprove any part of my 
testimony. These only have come to my 
knowledge. I hope they are properly re- 
pelled ; and I shall meet, in lke manner, 
any future disclosure of this nature that 
may be made. 

My account of this transaction is more- 
over fully confirmed, by the examinations 
of Mr Harper and Mr. D. W, Coxe; the 
first taken at the request of the Judge ad- 
vocate, the other by the desire of ge 

Wilkinson himself. Both shew the mosf 
perfect consistency in my decl.rations oa 
thi: subject. Both these gentlemen be- 
ing on terms of intimacy with me, and 
the latter my partner and most confiden- 
tial friend, they were the most proper per- 
sons to resort to for testimony of my most 
unguarded conversation. It is now before 
the public, (Nos. 54 and 55,) and shews 
that my solemn official declaration is in 
perfect conformity to those made in the 
confidence of friendship. I call the atten- 
tion of the reader particularly to the evi- 
dence of Mr. Coxe, as showing the pro- 
gress of my opinion with respect to Wil- 
kinson, and the nature of that intimacy

“The boldest and most unprincipled at- 
tack upon my reputation is a charge, that 
im the year 1795 Lhad givens deposition, 
which the general now undertakes to as- 
sert was false. The proof, however, on 
whieh he relies to support this assertion 
so. completely contradicts it, that I did not 
think it necessary to make any thing more 
that a deniul of the charge, hoping that no 
one would give credit to so foul an asper- 
sion, without weighing the proofs produ- 
ced in its support, and knowing that such 
an examination must result in the convic- 
tion of my innocence. Further reflection, 
however, bas taught me to believe that 
some more serious investigation on this 
point might be expected. I therefore in- 
treat the attention of my fellow-citizenste 
the following statement, which will ena- 
ble them to judge correctly on this point, 
so important to my reputation. 

By the letter of the Spanish commercial] 
laws, all trade is prohibited to her colo- 
nies, except it be carried on by natives, or 
naturalised residents. The extreme rigor 
of this rule defeated its execution, and the 
very existence of several of its colonies de- 
pended on its relaxation. This according- 
ly took place at New-Orleans, particuiar- 
Jy during the administration of the Baron 
de Carondelet-, The first indulgence was 
granted, by extending the privilege to. 
residents, although not naturalized» The 
second, by the officers of government con- 
tenting themselves with the simple decla- 
ration of any individual, commonly the 
consignee, that he was the owner of the 
vessel. This declaration was not made un- 
der oath, nor was it in most cases support- 
ed by any documents. Sometimes it was 
even accepted from a person, who, though 
not actually @ resident, had declared his in- 
tention of making a settlement in the coun- 
try, or who had obtained a licence to in- 
troduce goods. It deceived nobody, but 
it furnished the offic-rs of government 
with a very flimsy pretext for registering 
the vessel on their books as Spanish prop- 
erty, and thus preserving an apparent com- 
pliance with the Jaw ; but so little atten- 
tion was paid to this formality, that the 
governor and Intendant gave certificates 
that the vessel was American property, 
even while she stood on their custom-house 
books as being owned by a resident. This 
is proved beyond contradiction by the cer- 
tificates (Nos. 56, 57 and 58 ;) the first 
granted in the very case now in question ; 
the two last in that of the brig Charleston. 

This being the state of things, a Mr. 
Wooster, an American, alledging that he 
intended to settle in New-Orieans, obtain- 
ed a permission to introduce a cargo of 
merchandize. This licence he transferred 


“to n Bisece, John Jackson, and Leffert 


Lefferts, of sew-York, in consideration, a- 
mong other things, that he should have a 
passage for himself and family in the ves- 
selthat was to carry out the cargo. These 
gentlemen accordingly sent out the brig 
Grand Sachem. belonging to them, witha 
cargo, which arrived at New-Orleans ear- 
ly in the year 1792, with Mr. Wooster 
and his family on board. The permit be- 
img in his name. the vessel and cargo were 
of course introduced as his ; but the real 
owners had their supercargo, Mr. Matthi- 
as Nichols, on board, who had the solc 
charge of the adventure, Mr. Wooster 
having no manner of interest whatever, nor 
having ever received any transfer, cither 
real or covered, for the same. 


Soon after his arrival, Mr. Nichols be- 
came suspicious of the conduct of Woos- 
ter, apprehending that he might use the 
circumstance of the vessel’s being report- 
ed atthe Custom-House us his to some 
fraudulent purpose. In order to avoid 
this, Wooster was with some difficulty in- 
duced to pass a nominal sale to a resident 
merchant, which was accordingly effected 
tome. I knew that he had no title. I! 
never paid any consideration, or received 
any interest ; my only object in lending 
my name to the transaction being to de- 
feat any fraudulent attempt that Wooster 
might, by the pressure of his circumstan- 
ces, have been induced to make. The 
whole of this transaction was communica- 
ted to Baron de Carondelet, and received 
hissanction. The vessel returned to New- 
York, where she was purchased from 
Messrs. Blagge, Jackson and Lefferts, by 
Mr. Jonathan Arnold. While she was 
his property, she made several voyages 
between New-York and New-Orleans, and 
in 1794 sailed for the Havanna, with the 
governor's lady and his suite on board, he 
preferring an American vessel (Spain be- 
ing then at war with France) toa Spanish 
armed brig of 20 guns, then lying at his 
orders. Onher return from the Havanna, 
the Grand Sachem sailed for Philadelphia, 
but was captured by a French privateer, 
called the Mountain, owned in part by a 
Monsieur Lavergne residing in Charies- 
ton. She was ordered to Charleston, but 
off the bar was re-captired by a British 
frigate. Arnold came to Charleston, and 
commenced a suit against the owners of 
the privateer, who pretended that the 
Grand Sachem was not the property of 
Arnold, but of some Spanish subject re- 
siding at New-Orleans. While this suit 
‘was pending, I accidentally arrived at 

Chariestan, and was called on as a witness. 
I there gave the testimony which has been 
made the foundation of this odious charge.

Now let this testimony be compared 
with the facts in the case, as proved by the 
annexed documents. Let it be scrupu 
leusly weighed, and all suspicion of the 
foul crime, which I blush, evenin my 
justification, to see coupled with my name, 
all idea even of the slightest impropriety 
will vanish, while the abortive attempt to 
discredit me will shew the desperate na- 
ture of that cause which can only be sup- 
ported by calumnies like these.

Let it be remember- 
ed, that the whole value of this vessel was 
about three thousand dollars, and then 
determine What sum Mr. Arnold could 
have given, to induce me to come from 
New-Orleans to Charleston, to perjure 
myself for his benefit. 

The very transfer to me, upon which 
general Wilkinson relies, was before the 
court; and yet they determincd in favour 
of Arnold,and the decision was affirmed 
by the Supreme Court of t:e United States

From the Same. 


Liverpool Riot. 


The following account of this riot is ta- 
ken from the Glasgow Sentinel, an oppo- 
sition paper, of Joly the 8th, and is pub- 
lished for the purpose of correcting the ve- 
ry erroneous statements which have found 
their way into our newspapers. 


“ Riots at Liverfiool.—The riots at Liv- 
erpool on Tuesday and Wednesday se’n- 
night, arose from 6 quarre! between a par- 
ty of the 19th light dragoons and a press 
gang. The soldiers were joined by some 
Americans, Portuguese, Irishmen, and 
town’s people, who collected in a large bo- 
dy, and repaired to the rendezvous houses 
in Strand-stgeet aad Bird-street, in search 
of the gang; but not finding them, they 
began to ill-treat the people they found in 
the house, and broke the furniture and the 
windows. <A consilcrable mob collected, 
who were, however, dispersed about 11 
o’clock at night, after several of the ring- 
leaders had been taken into custody. On 
the Wednesday evening, the rioters as- 
sembled again, and conducted themselves 
with increased violence ; they entirely de- 
stroyed the inside of five rendezvous hou- 
ses, ripped open the beds, threw the fea- 
thers into the streets, and destroyed every 
thing valuable in the houses. Mr. Miller, 
the Superintendant of the Police, repaired 
to the spot, attended by 6 or 7 constables, 
and succeeded in taking four of the ring- 
leaders into custody ; but asthey were on 
their way to Bridewell. two of them were 
rescued from the officers, 2 Portuguese 


ed to stab Mr. Miller, but was prevented 
from effecting his purpose, Mr. Miller 
Leming knocked down by another of the ri- 
oters, at the moment the stab was made; 
his coat was cut in two places with the 
knife. A party of the Manchester Local 
Militia, who were on duty there, came to 
the officer’s assistance, headed by the 
Mayor, and Mr. Aspinwall the magistrate. 
The Riot Act was read, and the mob at 
length dispersed. Ten of the most riot- 
ous were secured, five of whom have been 
committed to Lancaster Casile, to take 
their trials at the ensuing assizes.”

A British Officer writes from Messin, 
of date the 14th April last:—" I returne 
a few days ago from a trip to Mount & 
na, Where I had been tu sce the effects, 
an eruption, which took piace on the 20¢ 
ult. The preceding day, we weteig 
much surprised at seeing the streets, 
Messina covered with a quantity of fir 
ashes, something like gun-powder, whic 
Were driven by a strong south wind, fro 
the top of the mountain, a distance of sis 
ty'miles.. It appears, that these ashe 
are thrown up belore af eruption of fire 
they come to Messina in soch quantitie 
that it was unpleasant to walk the street: 
especially against the wind. On the 2g 
ult. volumes of smoke and fire, burst oy 
from several craters, which the volcan 
matter made of itself, about six. miles; 
bove ihe village of Lingua Glassa ; it; 
impossible for words to convey, or colour 
to paint, the awful grandeur of this atone 
grand and terrific scene. Figure toyou 
self the highest mountain in Arran vop 
iting fire from @ dozen of different place 
and throwing up immense heaps of re 
hot stones to the height of one thousar 
fect, attended with a terrific noise, Jik 
the roaring of many cannon.  Conceiy 
quantities of melted lava issuing fro 
euch crater like metal from a furnace, ar 
sweeping alony with it, forests, house 
and every obstacle that presents itself | 
impede its progress, and you may ha 
some faint idea of an eruption of Mou 
tna. In three days the lava. proceed 
six miles, but very fortunately did 1 
overwhelm: any village; it has bowev 
destroyed a quantity of timber, mai 
vineyards, and some corn fields. It'w 
lamenteble to witness the distress of ( 
inhabitants that were unfortunaiciy situ 
ted in the neighbourhood; they crie 
tore their hair, prayed to ail their sain 
and images, and carried themi in proce 
ston to the Java, in hopes that their pr 
sence would stop the devouring elemel 
but to Ne purpose.

Lonpown, Aug. 7. 
Spain and Portugal. 

The Arethusa frigate arrived from 
Corunna on Saturday, after the ‘short 
voyage of four days. By this opportuni- 
ty Government received dispatches ; and 
a Spanish Officer of the rank of Captain 
of Infantry, arrived with intelligence for his 
Excellency Admiral Apodaca. We are 
happy to announce that the information 
through this channel is very satisfactory. 
General Romana had enteréd the province 
of Leon, and had his heed quarters at As- 
torya, at the close ofthe last month. His 
force consisted of 25,000 men, completely 
armed and equipped, and he had recruits 
to augment it to 40,000 if the deficiency 
of muskets did not prevent the accession 
to his army.—He had actively, but inef- 
fectually pursued Marshal Soult from 
Orense to Montforte, and from the Minho 
to Pouferrada, from whence the French 
took the direction to the shores of the Dou- 
ro, and were supposed to be in the neigh- 
bourhocd of Zamora, with the design of 
proceeding to reinforce the garrison of 
Madtid. It was understood, that the 
i‘roops in the capital had been greatly re- 
duced, in order to supply thé ranks of the 
armies of Victor and Sebastiani. The 
acquisition by the arrival of Soult which 
cannot be very cousiderable, as the re- 
muins of his corps consisted only of about 
5000 men, of which, however, a large pro- 
portion was cavalry.
